The relief program deficiency bill, which passed the

T he account will contain approxim ately |3\000.- 
000.000 by 1965. T h at happens to be enough to absorb 
the entire national debt, as of the current fiscal year 
Theoretically, in 30 raoge years the federal govern- 
m nt will have collected enough money for old age 
pensions to buy up all the securities outstanding 


today. 
Furtherm ore, since the old age reserve account Ls 
■xpected to contain 
$50.000,000,000 
by 
1980, it Ls 
abvious the governm ent 
is going to be 
obliged to 
find some place to invest th a t m uch money. 
The 
place probably will be in its own securities. 
It's pos­ 
sible debt m ight be created to m eet the governm ent's 
investment requirem ents. 
Thus, assum ing the federal debt could be held to 
i sum equal to the old age reserve—and forgetting 
h a t the reserve itself represents a claim on the gov­ 
ernment 
one m ay be able to assum e eventually th at 
he governm ent has no indebtedness. 
Social security, 
n short, may be useful for m ore th a n its nom inal 
purpose by the tim e the governm ent gets into the 
iwing 
of 
accum ulating funds. 
The 
possibility 
shouldn’t be neglected. 
Assuredly, it isn't being neg­ 
lected by those who are m aking it their business to 
understand the ram ifnations of social security.
